Hollande's Socialists take lead 
in French parliamentary poll 


PARIS (AFP) - French Presi¬ 
dent Francois Hollande’s So¬ 
cialists and allies were headed 
for the absolute majority they 
need for tax-and-spend re¬ 
forms after a first round of par¬ 
liamentary elections yesterday, 
exit polls said. 

The election also saw a 
surge in support for Marine Le 
Pen’s far-right National Front, 
which wants to ditch the euro 


and battles against what she 
calls the ’’Islamisation” of 
France. 

Estimates released by poll¬ 
ster CSA after voting ended 
put the Socialists and their 
Green allies at around 40 per¬ 
cent, well ahead of the 3 5-per¬ 
cent score of ex-president 
Nicolas Sarkozy’s right-wing 
UMP party.

Dozens in hospital after 6.0 quake 
hits near Turkish resort 


ANKARA (AFP) - A strong 
earthquake hit off the south¬ 
west coast of Turkey yesterday 
near a popular tourist resort, 
putting dozens of people in 
hospital, including some who 
jumped from buildings in 
panic, officials said. 

The 6.0 magnitude quake 
struck off Oludeniz, a small 
Aegean Sea holiday resort near 
the city of Fethiye which is 
popular particularly with 
Britons. 

No-one was killed, accor¬ 
ding to the national disaster 
management center, but pro¬ 
vincial health director Cihan 
Tekin said 59 people were hos¬ 
pitalised, most for psychologi¬ 


cal trauma. 

"From the information 
we’ve gathered, 59 Turkish ci¬ 
tizens are in hospital after the 
earthquake, including 54 in 
Fethiye," Tekin was quoted as 
saying by the Anatolia news 
agency. 

One person suffered a se¬ 
vere head injury jumping from 
a window out of fright, Tekin 
said, adding that two people 
suffered heart attacks. 

Tekin had earlier put the 
number of injured at six to 
seven people, saying: "They 
jumped in panic from bal¬ 
conies or windows." 

Oludeniz mayor Keramettin 
Yilmaz told the private NTV 


television network that the 
quake also caused material 
damage but no details were 
immediately available. 

Oludeniz, a resort popular 
with British tourists, looks out 
at the brilliant turquoise waters 
of the Aegean Sea. Turkey is 
crossed by several fault lines. 

A powerful quake shook 
eastern Turkey on October 23 
last year, killing more than 600 
people. It was followed on No¬ 
vember 12 by a 5.6-magnitude 
tremor that killed another 40 
people in the same area. 

In 1999, two strong quakes 
in heavily populated and in¬ 
dustrialised parts of northwest 
Turkey killed 20,000 people. 


Qaeda websites suggest Libi alive, promise 
new video 


DUBAI (AFP) - Two web¬ 
sites linked to Al-Qaeda an¬ 
nounced yesterday that they 
will air a new video featuring 
the jihadist network's deputy 


leader Abu Yahya al-Libi, 
whom Washington claimed 
last week to have killed. The 
messages posted by Ansar 
and Alfidaa websites sug¬ 


gested that Libi remains 
alive. 

"Soon, a video message by 
sheikh Abu Yahya al-Libi, 
may Allah protect him," read 
the message posted by Al- 
Qaeda's Sahab media arm on 
both sites, one of which was 
put online on around 1500 
GMT yesterday. 

The United States said 
Tuesday that Al-Qaeda's 
number two was killed in a 
drone strike, in the most 
weighty blow to the organisa¬ 
tion since the killing of its 
founder Osama bin Laden. 

Pakistani authorities spoke 
of a pre-dawn CIA drone 
strike on Monday on a com¬ 
pound in North Waziristan, 
near the Afghan border while 
US officials did not disclose 
details of the attack. 

A trusted lieutenant of bin 
Laden, Libi appeared in 
countless Al-Qaeda videos 
and was considered the chief 
architect of its global propa¬ 
ganda machine.

Chile clashes over Pinochet tribute 


SANTIAGO (AFP) - Hun¬ 
dreds of protesters clashed 
with police in the streets of the 
Chilean capital yesterday to 
protest a ceremony centered 
around a new documentary 
honoring the late dictator Au- 
gusto Pinochet. 

"Murderer, Murderer!" 
chanted the demonstrators at 
Teatro Caupolican, ahead of 
the screening of "Pinochet," 
which celebrates the general's 
1973-1990 military dictator¬ 
ship. 

Police responded by firing 
tear gas and water cannons at 
demonstrators to prevent their 
advance toward the theater, 
which was hosting more than a 
thousand Pinochet supporters 
for the tribute. 

"The police are limiting our 
activity in order to allow acti¬ 
vities in honor of the dictator. 
This is paying tribute to a 
criminal," Mireya Garcia, 
vice-president of the Associa¬ 
tion of Relatives of Detained 
and Disappeared (AFDD), told

"Pinochet" examines the 
political circumstances that 
preceded the US-supported 
coup against then-socialist 
president Salvador Allende on 
September 11, 1973. 

The event has triggered a 
firestorm of controversy, pit¬ 
ting Pinochet supporters claim¬ 
ing the right to free speech 
against relatives of regime vic¬ 
tims who would like to see the 
event banned. 


"In a democracy, we have 
every right to present this do¬ 
cumentary," said Juan Gonza¬ 
lez, a former military officer 
who leads the pro-Pinochet 
September 11 Corporation. 

The government of Sebas¬ 
tian Pinera, Chile's first right- 
wing president since Pinochet 
left office, has said that it does 
not support the tribute but re¬ 
spected its right to take place. 

A judge has also thrown out 
a bid to ban the event. 

The tribute is an extraordi¬ 
nary event in Chile, where 
more than 350 cases of disap¬ 
pearances, torture, illegal de¬ 
tention and conspiracy under 
the dictatorship remain open. 

More than 3,200 people 
were killed or disappeared dur¬ 
ing Pinochet's rule, and re¬ 
searchers have documented 
some 37,000 cases of torture 
and illegal detention. 

Pinochet died in 2006, aged 
91. He was never sentenced for 
rights abuses during his 
regime.

Church attacks kill at 
least 3 in Nigeria 


NIGERIA (AFP) - A suicide 
bomber drove his car at a 
church in central Nigeria while 
gunmen opened fire on another 
church in the northeast yester¬ 
day, killing at least three and 
wounding dozens, officials 
said. 

The assaults were the latest 
in a series targeting churches 
in Africa's most populous na¬ 
tion and largest oil producer, 
with many of the previous at¬ 
tacks claimed by Islamist 
group Boko Haram. 

Witnesses and a rescue of¬ 
ficial said a suicide bomber 
drove his car towards a church 
in the central Nigerian city of 
Jos. Although he did not man¬ 
age to get inside the church, 
the force of the blast caused 
the building to collapse, police 
said. 

"Forty-one wounded, the 
bomber and two others died ... 
The wounded were receiving 
treatment at Evangel Hospital, 
Jos," local government spokes¬ 
man Pam Ayuba told AFP. 

"The suicide bomber did 
not drive into the church be¬ 
fore the explosion. He was in 
front of it," police spokesman 


Abuh Emmanuel said. 

"The church building col¬ 
lapsed entirely due to the in¬ 
tensity of the bombing." 

A reporter at the scene said 
that Christian youths had as¬ 
saulted local Muslims follow¬ 
ing the bombing. 

The second attack killed at 
least one person and wounded 
several when gunmen opened 
fire during a service in the 
northeastern town of Biu, 
Samson Bukar, the local Chris¬ 
tian Association of Nigeria 
chairman told AFP. 

"One female worshipper 
was killed while several others 
were wounded, two of them 
critically. The gunmen escaped 
after the attack." 

Boko Haram's insurgency 
has killed more than 1,000 
people since mid-2009, espe¬ 
cially in Nigeria's Muslim- 
dominated north. 

Its attacks have grown in¬ 
creasingly sophisticated and 
have affected a wider area, 
spreading from their base in 
the northeast across the wider 
north and down to the capital 
Abuja, in the center of the 
country. 


Airbus says A380 wing crack 
repairs to 'take weeks' 


PARIS (AFP) - Repairing 
tiny cracks in the wings of 
Airbus's flagship A3 80 super¬ 
jumbo will take eight weeks 
for each aircraft if the work is 
done in one go, aviation mag¬ 
azine FlightGlobal reported 
yesterday. 

An Airbus spokesman told 
AFP that the repairs "would 
take weeks" but declined to 
confirm the eight-week time- 
frame, equivalent to 30,000 
hours labour, reported by 
FlightGlobal. 

The repairs would be equi¬ 
valent to the "heavy checks" 
carried out on planes after 
two, four and six years of 
flight, the spokesman said. 

"It's up to the customer to 
decide if they want to do the 
repairs in one go or in several 
stops. They choose whatever 
best fits their operations and 
needs," the spokesman said. 

Airbus, the main sub¬ 
sidiary of aerospace giant 
EADS, has said the hairline 
cracks were found on some 
wing rib-skin attachments on 
a limited number of double- 
decker A3 80 aircraft. 

It said they posed no 
safety threat and had not 
damaged the plane's popula¬ 


rity with travellers. 

The European planemaker 
is to begin building A3 80 
wings without the defect 
using a new type of alu¬ 
minium in 2013 which means 
aircraft delivered from 2014 
onwards. 

Airbus has said it will 
cover the cost of the repairs 
but will not pay any compen¬ 
sation for lost revenue during 
the work. 

The A3 80, which entered 
service in 2007, is the world's 
biggest passenger jet and a 
key product in Airbus's line¬ 
up as it battles its main rival 
US giant Boeing for the top 
spot in the world civil airliner 
industry.

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Secret of HIVs 
natural born 
killers 


PARIS (AFP) - Scientists on 
Sunday said they had found a 
key piece in the puzzle as to 
why a tiny minority of indi¬ 
viduals infected with HIV 
have a natural ability to fight 
off the deadly AIDS virus. 

In a study they said holds 
promise for an HIV vaccine, 
researchers from four coun¬ 
tries reported the secret lies 
not in the number of infec¬ 
tion-killing cells a person 
has, but in how well they 
work. 

Only about one person in 
300 has the ability to control 
the human immunodefi¬ 
ciency virus (HIV) without 
drugs, using a strain of 
’’killer” cells called cytotoxic 
T lymphocyte (CTL) cells, 
previous research has found. 

Taking that discovery fur¬ 
ther, scientists from the 
United States, Canada, Japan 
and Germany reported that 
the strain has molecules 
called receptors that are better 
able to identify HIV-infected 
white blood cells for attack. 

Until now, it was well 
known that people with HIV 
’’have tonnes of these killer 
cells,” Bruce Walker, an in¬ 
fectious diseases expert at the 
Ragon Institute in Massachu¬ 
setts, told AFP. 

The study looked at 10 in¬ 


fected people, of whom five 
took antiretroviral drugs to 
keep HIV under control 
while five were so-called 
elite controllers who re¬ 
mained naturally healthy. 

HIV kills a type of white 
blood cell called CD4, leaving 
people with AIDS wide open 
to other, opportunistic and po¬ 
tentially deadly infections. 

’’What we found was that 
the way the killer cells are 
able to see infected cells and 
engage them was different,” 
said Walker. 

”It is not just that you need 
a killer cell, what you need is 
a killer cell with a (T cell) re¬ 
ceptor that is particularly 
good at recognising the in¬ 
fected cell. This gives us a 
way to understand what it is 
that makes a really good 
killer cell.” 

Walker said attempts at 
creating vaccines had so far 
failed because the T cell re¬ 
ceptors they generated were 
not the efficient type. 

But while the research has 
showed scientists how to find 
and measure the good cells, 
they still do not yet know 
how to generate them. 

’’Each secret that HIV re¬ 
veals is putting us in a better 
position to ultimately make a 
vaccine to control the virus.”

Japan team create liver from stem 
cells: report 


TOKYO (AFP) - Japanese 
researchers have created a 
functioning human liver from 
stemcells, a report said this 
past weekend, raising hopes 
for the manufacture of artifi¬ 
cial organs for those in need 
of transplants. 

A team of scientists trans¬ 
planted induced pluripotent 
stem (iPS) cells into the body 
of a mouse, where it grew 
into a small, but working, 
human liver, the Yomiuri 
Shimbun said. 

Stemcells are frequently 
harvested from embryos, 
which are then discarded, a 
practice some people find 
morally objectionable. But 


iPS cells — which have the 
potential to develop into any 
body tissue — can be taken 
from adults. 

A team led by professor 
Hideki Taniguchi at Yoko¬ 
hama City University devel¬ 
oped human iPS cells into 
’’precursor cells”, which they 
then transplanted into a 
mouse's head to take advan¬ 
tage of increased blood flow. 

The cells grew into a 
human liver 5 millimetres 
(0.2 inches) in size that was 
capable of generating human 
proteins and breaking down 
drugs, the Yomiuri reported. 

The breakthrough opens 
the door to the artificial cre¬ 


ation of human organs, a key 
battleground for doctors who 
constantly face a shortage of 
transplant donors. 

Taniguchi's research could 
be ”an important bridge be¬ 
tween basic research and 
clinical application” but faces 
various challenges before it 
can be put into medical prac¬ 
tice, the Yomiuri said. 

An abstract of Taniguchi's 
research was delivered to re¬ 
generative medicine re¬ 
searchers ahead of an 
academic conference next 
week, but Taniguchi declined 
to comment to AFP before 
the meeting.

Poor's Ratings Services af¬ 
firmed its 'A-/A-2' sovereign 
credit rating on Aruba. The 
outlook on the ratings is stable. 
Standard & Poor's 'A-' transfer 
and convertibility assessment 
remains unchanged. 

Aruba's prosperous eco¬ 
nomy with per capita GDP of 
about $25,000, stable democ¬ 
racy, high level of social devel¬ 
opment, and strong govern¬ 
ment balance sheet support its 
creditworthiness. A narrow 
economic base, limited mone¬ 
tary and external flexibility, 
and a sizeable gross general 
government debt burden 
(which is more than offset by 
public sector pension assets) 
are credit constraints. 

The Aruban economy had 
been recovering rapidly since 
the recession of 2009 and 
2010, with growth approach¬ 
ing 9% in real terms last year.

EU's Rehn: Spain bank rescue 'very 
clear signal to markets' 


BRUSSELS (AFP) - Spain's 
bank rescue deal is a very clear 
signal the eurozone is ready to 
take action to calm the finan¬ 
cial markets and limit debt 
contagion, EU Economic Af¬ 
fairs Commissioner Olli Rehn 
said yesterday.

"It is a very clear signal to 
the market, to the public that 
the euro (area) is ready to take 
decisive action in order to calm 
down market turbulence and 
contagion," Rehn said. 

He said Spain would make 
a formal request for the aid of 
up to 100 billion euros ($125 
billion) at the next eurozone fi¬ 
nance ministers meeting which 
is scheduled for June 21 in 
preparation for a full EU sum¬ 
mit on June 28-29. 

Spain's banks need 40 bil¬ 
lion euros in fresh capital, ac¬ 
cording to the International 
Monetary Fund, to cover their 
losses in Spain's collapsed 
property market. But that sum 
could be much higher, Rehn 
said in a televised address. 

The final figure will be 
known after the EU, European 


Central Bank and IMF finish a 
review of the situation and a 
formal accord will then be 
signed, he said. 

There were no policy con¬ 
ditions attached to the aid, he 
stressed. 

Earlier yesterday, Spanish 
Prime Minister Mariano Rajoy 
described the deal as a victory 
for his country and for Europe, 
bolstering the credibility of the 
single euro currency and the 
European Union as a whole. 

Rajoy had pressed for an 
accord covering only the banks 
so as to avoid a full-blown 
state bailout, as was needed for 
Greece, Ireland and neighbour 
Portugal. 

He argued that Madrid had 
already put in place the tough 
austerity measures and reforms 
asked for by Brussels.

Rain halts French Open Heat oust Celtics to reach 

final until Monday NBA Finals 


PARIS (AFP) - Rafael Nadal 
and Novak Djokovic were 
locked in a thrilling French 
Open final duel Sunday when 
rain caused a suspension until 
Monday, only the second 
time in history that the tour¬ 
nament has not finished on 
time. 

Nadal, chasing a record 
seventh Roland Garros title, 
was leading 6-4, 6-3, 2-6, 1- 
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2 when play was halted for a 
second and final time at 6:50 
pm local time (1650GMT) 
with conditions on Philippe 
Chatrier Court becoming in¬ 
creasingly treacherous. 

There had been an earlier 
40-minute stoppage from 
5:10 pm (1510GMT) because 
of rain. 

The final, already in 
progress for three hours, will 
resume today at 1:00 pm 
local time (1100GMT) with 
Djokovic in the ascendancy 
and serving for a 3-1 lead in 
the fourth set. 

The last time a French 
Open men's final failed to be 
completed on a Sunday was 
1973 when it was played on 
the following Tuesday with 
Ilie Nastase beating Niki 
Pilic. 


MONTREAL (AFP) - Lewis 
Hamilton made it a magnifi¬ 
cent record seven different 
winners in seven races this 
season on Sunday when he 
drove with speed and perfect 
control to win the Canadian 
Grand Prix. 

The 28-year-old Briton 
produced a superbly judged 
race to wipe away all fears 
hanging over the event after a 
weekend of protests and po¬ 
lice action in the city to seize 
his first win of the year. 

Police reported the arrests 
of around 30 protesters in the 
hours before the race as 
Canadian students rallying 
for months over tuition hikes 
used the Lormula One show¬ 
piece to highlight their cause. 

Hamilton's triumph comes 


MIAMI (ALP) - LeBron 
James scored 31 points and 
grabbed 12 rebounds to 
power Miami over Boston 
101-88 on Saturday and give 
the Heat a berth against the 
Oklahoma City Thunder in 
the NBA Linals. 

Dwyane Wade added 23 
points and Chris Bosh con¬ 
tributed 19 as, together with 
James, the Heat's "Big Three" 
scored all 28 of Miami's 
points in the fourth quarter, 
which began with the Celtics 
and Heat deadlocked at 73- 
73. 

Miami took the best-of- 
seven Eastern Conference 
championship series four 
games to three to reach the 
NBA Linals, which will start 
on Tuesday in Oklahoma 


five years to the day after he 
had claimed his maiden Lor¬ 
mula One victory at the Cir¬ 
cuit Gilles Villeneuve and his 
third win at what must be one 
of his favourite circuits.

POZNAN, Poland (AFP) - 
Italy showed great character 
after a traumatic run-in to 
Euro 2012 by holding de¬ 
fending champions Spain to a 
1-1 draw in their opening 
Group C clash on Sunday. 

Croatia, though, top the 
group after the 2008 quarter- 
finalists beat the Republic of 
Ireland 3-1 in the later match 
on a night that Ireland's 
record caps holder Shay 
Given will wish to forget. 

The 36-year-old had been a 
doubt coming into the game 
because of knee and calf wor¬ 
ries and the slowness with 
which he reacted to Mario 
Mandzukic's third minute 
opener with a header sug¬ 
gested all is not well with him. 

He could well end up 
being accredited with an own 
goal too as Mandzukic's 
header came back off the post 
and went over the line off the 
diving Given's head. 

It was a disappointing 
night for the oldest coach 
ever at the tournament, Gio¬ 
vanni Trapattoni, and the 73- 
year-old will be dearly 
hoping that his boys in green 
replicate the spirit shown by 
one of his former teams Italy. 


Beset by another match¬ 
fixing scandal back home and 
by poor form coming into the 
championship proper - in¬ 
cluding a 3-0 hammering by 
Russia - they at times out¬ 
played a Spanish side that 
had bizarrely started the 
game without a recognised 
striker up front. 

An inspired substitution by 
Cesare Prandelli saw Antonio 
di Natale score just five min¬ 
utes after coming on in place 
of an ineffective Mario 
Balotelli only for Cesc Fabre- 
gas to level three minutes later. 


"It was with difficulty that 
we got in front against the 
world champions, but we 
were there, we wanted to 
play,” Prandelli said. 

"We've given Spain the 
opportunity to equalise so we 
have to improve and that's the 
mentality we need." 

His Spanish counterpart 
Vicente Del Bosque praised 
the Italians for their perform¬ 
ance but refused to accept he 
had got it wrong by leaving 
strikers such as Alvaro Ne- 
gredo and Fernando Torres on 
the bench, although the latter 
was eventually to come on.
